CRISIS. "...THE SERIOUS SUSPICION TOWARDS THE ARABS IS THE 

REASON WHY THERE HAS BEEN NO PUBLIC OUTCRY IN THE US AGAINST 
AN EMERGENCY PLAN OF MILITARY INTERVENTION IN THE OIL COUNTRIES,
